Turkey's Reply on Armenian Reforms 
Not Satisfactory-King: of 
Denmark Sick. 



Sensation iu German Politics— Begin- 
ning- of a Bitter War on 
the Chancellor.

London, Aug. 4, — Tho International 
Geographical Congress, which closos this 
evening, developed nothing original save the 
proposition for Antartic explorations. The 
foreign deloga,tos to the coDgross, gonerally 
Bpcaking, are satisfied with tho decision to 
meet in Berlin in 1896, inatoud of at Wash- 
ington. Gen. A. W. Greely is, however, 
grievously disappointed, and attributed tho 
dooision of the oongreBB entiroly to tho atti- 
tude of Judge Charles P. Duly, president of 
tho Amorioan Geographioal Society. At the 
mooting of tho committoo, according to 
General Grooly, Judge Daly stated that 
America was not roady for an 
INTERNATIONAL GEOGRAPHICAL CONGRESS. 
Tho judge, is appears, claimed ib would bo 
too hot in Washington, although it was not 
proposed to hold tho oongresa until late in 
September. Continuing, General Greely 
said ho was an American and wanted tho 
oongresa to meet in tho United States, 
Soveral Gorman members of the committeo 
who have spoken on the subjeot express 
wonder at Judge Daly's oourse. He thinks 
tho work of tho present congress will 
do much to cement the good fooling 
between the two countries, and it is interest- 
ing to note the growing respeob for scientific 
questions considered from an American 
standpoint. Gen. Greely's views of Juoge 
Daly's ooursie, however, aie not shared by 
his colleagues, who are apparently in favor 
of the decision to hold tho next meeting of 
CongroBs in Berlin. 

CONCERNING ROYALTY. 

Tho Queen will give two state banquets 
in tho Indian room at Oaborne, in honor of 
the Emperor William of Germany, who will 
be entertained also by tho Prince of Wales 
on board the royal yacht Oaborne. For 
these entertainments a largo quantity of 
plate has been sent to Oaborne from Wind- 

r. 

The Princess of Waloa is going to Cowes 
for yaohting week and will proceod to 
Copenhagen and stay with her parentB, the 
King and Queen of Denmark, at CaBtle 
Berns troth. 

According to good authority, tbe 
marriago of Prince Christian of 
Denmark, eldeet son of Prince Fred- 
erick of Denmark, who Is the heir 
apparent bo the throne, with ono of the 
Prince of Wales' daughters will shortly be 
arranged. The Prince, who was born Sep- 
tembor 26, 1870, will inherit tho greater 
part of the immense fortune of bis mother, 
Princess Louisa, daughter of King Carl X.V 
of Sweden and Norway, who was the richest 
heiress In Europe when she married Prince 
Frederlok in July, 1869. 

During the recent fine weather Queen 
Victoria was scon faking toa In a ahai-ming 
alcove on the east terrace of Oaborne, 
whenoo a splendid view of the gardons is 
obtained. Her Majesty is a great lover of 
chess and follows the Hastings tournament 
with great interest. She rarely plays now.but 
o*n boot any member of tbe royal family 
except her eldest daughter, the ex-Empress 
Frederick of Germany, who is a vory skil- 
ful player. The Queen was taught to play 
oheBS by nor husband, the Prince Consort, 
Prinoo Albert of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
who died Docomber 14, 1SG1. 

INTERNATIONAL ATHLETICS. 

A representative of tho Associated Press 
made inquiries into sensational reports oir- 
oulated in the United States, in apiie of the 
faob that their accuracy has been repoatod- 
ly denied by persona in author- 
ity hero, to the offecb that the 
London Athletio Club is hesitating about 
Bonding ovor a team to moob the Now York 
Athletio Club team. Tho result la that the 
Aaaooiated Press is authorized to deny these 
reports which are nothing more than tho 
invention of sonsation mongers. Thoro has 
been somo littlo diliiculty regarding tho 
formation of the London Athletio Club 
team, but there novor has been a question 
raised which would in any way suggest 
that the English athletes intonded 
to withdraw from the agroomonb to 
moot the Americans. Tho only difforonoo 
of opinion was one which prevailed respect- 
ing tho men to be solectod. Tho homo team 
objeoted to men such as Irish athletes being 
included, and oontonded that all members 
of tho London Athlotic olub team should be 
Englishmen of some social Btonding. A 
meat log of tho committee of the 
London Athletio olub waa thon hold 
and a lively diaoussion took p'ace, during 
which it claimed that the Now York 
Athlotio Club iu recruiting outside New 
York such men as Tom O'Connor, Jowetb 
and|Crimm. In order to meet tho London 
Athletio Club the upBhob of tho mooting was 
that it waB decided to include in tho Lon- 
don Athlotio Club's team tho besb 
men obtainable in the various branohes 
of athletics, no mottor whab their 
position in life, and that ia all 
there was to the aonsational story, whioh 
olaimed thob ib was "oxaoodingly doubtful 
whether or nob a mooting would be brought 
about." Thoro was never any doubt in tho 
matter. 

RIGHT HON. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN 

seorotary of state for tho colonlos, has 
written an important letter to a friend In 
which ho indioatoB his vlewH upon the Im- 
perial Federation question. Mr. Chamber- 
lain said he had taken offioo with two 
objects, first bo see whother something oan* 
nob be done to " bring tbo self-governing 
colonies and ouraolvos closer together ; sec- 
ond, an attempt to dovelop tho roBouroes of 
the crown In colonies would ospeolally bo 
made to inoreaso trade between them and the 
mother country.

London, Aug. 3. — The reply of the Turk- 
ish governmenb to the notes of the Powers 
regarding reforms in Armonia, is nob re- 
garded as aabiafaotory. At the foreign em- 
bassies it was lookod upon as consisting of 
nothing more than a criticism of tho pro- 
posed scheme for reform in Armenia. The 
British Mediterranean equadron remains at 
Budhum. 

The pilgrim Americans who arrived 
at Rome yesterday under the leadership of 
Rev. Dr. William Smith, of tho Fathers of 
Moroy of Now York city, will bo roooived 
by the Pope to-morrow. 

King Christian is Buffering from a recur- 
rence of catarrh of tho bladder. It is hoped 
that the attack is not serious, bub his ill- 
ness, in view of Iub age, ia causing much 
anxieby. 

There have been bwo sensational foots in 
Gorman politics this wcok. One was tho 
commencomenb of a Borloa of campaigns 
againat tbe Chancellor, Prince Hohonlohe, 
and tbe other was the affront offered the 
latter by the Austrian Premier, Count Golu- 
chowsky, and the consequent estrangement 
of the two leading statesmen of tho allied 
powers. The Goluohowaky-Hohenlohe af- 
fair Is being carefully cloaked of- 
fiolally in Berlin as well as in 
Vienna. lb oppoora that Prince Ho- 
honlohe, soon after arriving at AuBBee, 
had an audience with tho Emperor FranoiB 
Joseph and, according to an understanding 
arrived at with the Emperor, Prinoe 
Hohenloho wrote a friendly lebter to 
his new oolleague, Prince Goluohowsky, 
who was at Ischl, near by, asking for a 
long and confidential oonforonce, and invit- 
ing him to hia estate at Anssee. The 
Austrian Premier replied, telling Prince 
Hohenloho that he would bo glad to soo him 
later on at Vienna, hundreds of miles off. 
The Chancellor.; felt that Counb Golu- 
ohowaky'a response waa an insulb, 
and did nob make any reply. The 
conference, therefore, did nob occur, 
and when Counb Goluohowsky, afber 
an interview with the Austrian Emporor, 
tried to make amends for his rudeness by 
sending a courier to Aueseo announcing hia 
coming, Prince Hohonlohe replied that he 
was going hunting and could not see the 
count. 

The attacks upon Prince Hohonlohe, after 
a series of innendoos and roproachos, espe- 
cially from the Agrarian aud Radical press, 
hove been simultaneously inaugurated in 
earnest by the leading Conservative orgon, 
the Kreuz Zoitung, and by the Frelsainnige 
party mouthpiece, bhe Vossische Zeltung. 
The labter has devoted several columns to 
showing that Prince Hohenloho ia unreliable 
In hia promises, unstable in his policy and con- 
victions, and therefore quite unfitted for the 
position which he occupies. Three attaoka 
are conatrned as the beginning of a bitter 
war on the Chancellor. The aituation ia 
similar to thab of a year ago, when General 
von Caprivi waa hunted down. 

A quarantine against trans-Atlantic 
oabtle, aimed especially against American 
oattle, will be onforcbd in Germany on Oc- 
tober 1. 

The organ of the Russian sympathizers in 
Sofia suggests that in view of the posslblo 
abdication of Princo Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
Prince George of Greece may be invited to 
the throne. 

There hae beon a great number of auioidea 
in the army during the past fortnight, and 
there were three oaaea of Belf-deatruction in 
one regimenb. In addition, during tho man- 
oeuvres of Mannheim, four soldiers were 
killed by sunstroke. 

Princo Bismarck is in oxcellenb health 
just now. He takes daily walka and drivea, 
but Dr. Schweninger inaiata upon a plain 
diet and orders him to avoid excitement and 
visitors. 

The German exports for the past six 
months shows an increaBo of 165,000,000 
marks compared with the samo period of 
1894. Tho increase in sugar alone is 45,- 
300,000 marks. 

Tho Emperor ia negotiating for tho pur- 
chase of tho caBble of Dwaisben, on the 
island of Rugen, in tho Baltic, whore the 
Imperial children aro spending the Bum- 
mer. The Empress has not yet com- 
pletely recovered her hoalth and is 
still unable to join her children, 
but her condition is nob very aorioua. On 
his way to England, whoro ho will attend 
the Cowes regatta, Emporor William will 
touch at Heligoland in order to boo what 
measures are nocosBary to keep thut tiny 
rock from ornmbling away.

By on innings and 42 runs thoy proved that 
their previous victory at Brockton Point on 
Juno 2!) laat wao gained on its merits, and 
Ib only remains for them to defeab the 
United Navy to Btamp thia season's team of 
the V. C. C. aa the beat that ha8 ever played 
tho English national gamo in the North- 
west. Pooley lost tho tosa and Saunders, 
captain of the Terminal City men, wont to 
tho bat, sonding in Sinclair and Doane to 
bowling of Wallia and A. T. Goward. Both 
men played very careful orickeb, and though 
runs come slowly, the bowling being well on 
tho epot, the score waa taken to 38 bofore a 
separation was effected, Wallis bowling 
Daano off hia pads. Sinolair lost hia wioket 
in the same manner shortly afterwords, 
having made 21 runs in his usually perfecb 
style. After thia misfortunes came thick 
and fast to Vancouver, none bovo Saunders 
offering any resistance to the bowling of 
Wallia and Barnes. Saunders playing vory 
carefully carried his bat for 12. Wallis 
with hiB last four balls secured three wioketa, 
and just missed doing the hat triok. Vic- 
toria with such a amull score against them 
started well, Pooley putting together 12 
runs bofore falling a viotiin to a shooter from 
Deone. Morley who haa scored consistently 
through the ec-son made 26 by good orioket, 
nod Holt, Wallis, Drake, Ward and Fox all 
made double figures. The laBb hib one to 
log for 6 far over an adjoining residence, 
Tho iunings of the day, however, was that 
of Captain Barnes, who, going In seoond 
wiokot down, oarried out his bat for a mag- 
nificently played 64. Amongat his htte 
were two 6'b and five 3's, and though he 
gave o hard ohance to Fripp when he had 
mode 25, hia innings was a very sound exhi- 
bition of cricket. If he orred at all ib waa 
in being too careful, but thai ia a fault 
whioh many batsmen would do well to 
imitate. The Vancouver bowling was never 
roally dangerous, but their fielding waa 
wonderfully fine, Fripp especially doing a 
lot of good work in tbe long field, saving 
many bits from reaching the boundary.

J, W. Binclair again 
played well for 28, as did Saunders and 
Mahon for 10 and 18 respectively, and C. 
J. Loewen hib up 15 very pluakily, but the 
Vlotoria men Btuok well to their work, their 
fielding being a surprise to thoso who have 
witnessed their matches in previous seasons. 
Hardly a ball got past a fielder, the picking 
up was quiok and olean, and the way in 
whioh tho ball waa returned to Smith kept 
the wiokob keeper's Baturnlne countenance 
wreathed in amilea. Being well Borvtd, 
Smith had a chance to show what ho could 
do, and hia work was olean enough to re- 
mind the spectators of Alfred Lybtleton in 
hiB palmieBD days. Wallis took 8 wiokebB 
for 31 runs in bhe firab innings, and In the 
aocond Morloy took four for 16. and A. T.

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MEETINGS AT AGASSIZ. 



What Was Done by the British Colnni 
bia Farmers and Fruit Growers 
in Convention. 



Insect Pests and the Beat Way 
to Deal With Tueui- 
Must Spray. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

The Britieh Columbia Fruit Growora' As- 
sociation convened at AgaBBiz on Friday 
morning. His Honor Lieutenant Governor 
Dawdnoy proaidid. 

Mr. Fletcher, government entomologiat, 
wae the firab speaker called upon. Aftor re- 
furrlrjg to tho suitable climate and soil of 
British Columbia for fruib growing, ho aaid 
that in tho Upper Country ho had Beon fruit 
treeB le3B affected by pesta than any trees in 
America. Ho hud not viaitod other aootiona 
of tho country. He had heard that in some 
places tho crops were badly affected by 
pesta If he believed for an instant tho re- 
porta of Uritiah Columbia fruit culture there 
was no country in tho world as bad as this 
provinoe. A specimen of tho San Joao Bcalo, 
said io be from Hritlah Columbia, had been 
Bont to him. He visited tho section from 
whioh tho to vie was aatd to have oomo and 
was happy to Buy that he had found no traco 
of tho Boalo, and, aa far aa ha could liud out, 
the San Joao scale in a living condition wus 
not in evidence in tho province at all. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Ho remarked that something ho had hoard 
at yostorday's meeting romindod him that 
his tltlo was a long and high Bounding ono ; 
but that some farmers in despair of remem- 
bering it all, oalled him tho bug and weed 
man. He roferrod in dotail to tho "black 
spot," and tho "potato rot." These diseases 
could bs oontrollod in British Columbia to a 
paying extent, as at present large propor- 
tions of oropa were destroyed by them. 
There were 100 to 126 poBta that attack 
tho orops in Canada, and tho effect of these 
pests might bo reduocd 95 per cont. The 
treatment for tho green aphis, whioh attaokB 
applo "roes, having beon explained, he con- 
tinued: The fact had bien meutionod that 
in different countries tho treatment i.f pests 
must bo different; Chat tho same results 
oannot be obtainod in Kritieh Columbia on 
plants and troea as are ob .ained in Europe or 
even 0;tawa. Entomologists oannot account 
for this but the fact la apparent. The 
remedy in British Columbia for "green 
aphia" is soap and tobacco or quassia. At 
present tobacco is easily obtained, and when 
it oannot be got from the factories it oan be 
grown. It is not known why quassia kills 
insects. 

Detailed and very inatruotive remarks 
were made by Prof. Fletcher on inaeots and 
their different atagos of existence, and the 
shapes and nature of the mouths of inseots. 
Some insects have jaws, and others suck 
with a tube shaped mouth ; these are the 
true bugs. A mistake tho people in Ontario 
mako is to call nearly all animals smaller 
than a horse, a bug. All remedies are de- 
vised according to the kind of mouth inseots 
have. Paris preen was a eimplo and very 
effective remedy for plants. Ib might be 
mixed wibh wood uBhoB as a dilutant, as 
wood ashes are good for the soil. Ono pound 
of pads green, one pound of fr68h lime and 
200 gallons of water is tho boat mixture. 
The formula should be aoourato— vory ac- 
curate — it should not be added to or taken 
from. After three yeara experimenting with 
potato rot, the rosulta of their labors at Ot- 
tawa had been so remarkable that they 
thought ib their duty to give tho informa- 
tion obtained to all the farmers in the coun- 
try. Ib was so with spraying. Everyone 
who growB fruit should Bpray. A doBcription 
of the different nozzles for spraying was 
givon, and fruit growers wore warned not to 
got a oheap nozzle, but the Riley Cyclone noz- 
zle, or one invented after the sumo plan, 
Tho trnes must bo Bprayed, not a jot of the 
liquid thrown on the plant. Naturo muBt 
be imitated in her distribution of dew. The 
British Columbia government was publish- 
ing the very besb colonial agricultural re- 
port ever published in any colony, and tho 
provincial government in that roapocb was 
doing great good, to tbe farmers. The agri- 
cultural reporb to the B. C. legislature is 
juat what ib should be. Prof. Fletchor 
apoke highly of the usefulness of Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture Anderson, hla 
ability and onergy. British Columbia had 
poaaibilitiea for growing fruit that made 
everyone marvel that vlaited hore. 

Prof, Macoun had been oalled a lunatio 
becauso he Bald many yeara ago that the 
Northwest would bo a great wheat country, 
for the reason that the same wild plants 
grow there aa grew in the whoat countries 
elBowhere. In British Columbia tho indica- 
tions are of a country that can produce 
aomo crops that oannot be equallod in tho 
world. All that is needed la u markob for 
thorn. He was so impressed with British 
Columbia as a fruit country and a country 
that had so many other natural advantages 
thab ho would like to live hero for tho rest 
of hla days. (Applause.) 

In answer to questions, Prof. Fletcher 
said he could find no traoe of "codlin 
moth " in British Columbia, and roforrod to 
the government's attempts to keep codlin 
moth out of the orchards of tho province, 
justifying their horoic moaaurea to accom 
plish this desire, und (-peaking of thorn us 
v/iBO and necessary. 

Mr. Henry, president of tho Fruit Grow 
ors' Association, said that all tho fruit grow 
ors in tho province had met with disappoint 
ments, moro or Iobb. Thoy should loarn, if 
possible, to what tboBo disappointments 
wera duo. Nino years ago thoy told him 
thab in this provinoo you only had to plant 
a treo, and nature would do tho rest ; the 
crop would bo abundant, otc, otc. Thab 
was tho lmproesion hore then and tho lively 
fruit troo agent Bold an abundanco of bogus 
trees. Tho fruit grower cannot got around 
that old saying " Man must earn his 
bread by the swoab of his brow." He 
must work liko other men. 

Many fruit growora are discouraged ; lot 
thom study tho causo of their discourage- 
ment before giving up. Pluma and prunes 
alone hold the record of British Columbia's 
oariy days. Thoy require litblo attontlon, 
bub good cultivation and cara ie not wasted 
upon thom. There Is another way to look 
at it ; If all fruits had thriven liko plums 
and prunes agriculture would have been 
neglootod. Now the only ono who gota his 
reward is tho devoted, painstaking fruit 
grower who trios to excel In his calling. 
Perhaps ib Is bobtor this way. If naturo 
doosn'b do more, than her shore tho " fittest 
survivor " and fruib growing is nob over- 
done. To be successful we muab road, study 
and practise all tho approved methods. 
Thoro ia a romody for every troublo that 
arises in frula growing. The government 
employes aro constantly studying those 
romodioB for us, and wo may have tho ad- 
vantage of tholr labors. Wo cannot enjoy 
tho good bhlnga without atriving for 
them. Often booiuao wo have to strive 
for them we call thom good. 

Tho speaker then effectively illustrated 
this sontimont by sovoral voraoa of poetry. 
Iu other oountrios tho fruib growers have aa 
many obats-olea aa we haro, Iu tho Eoab tho 



fruib ia offeoted with diaeaae differenb from 
our diaeasea, bub still ill is affected, and 
their alimate is no better than ours. This 
year they have hadBpring frost and drought 
and many of their oroharda are deatituto of 
fruit, and tho fruib growora to the south of 
ua are also aillloted with many troubles. 

Tho Professor went on to Gay : " I am 
not speaking idly, for I have had a practi- 
cal experience of nino yoars in this country, 
and a longer cxporionoB in Ontario, and I 
say there is as much hops in this province 
ub ' thero evor was. Aa for co-operation, 
through the province thoro are diBtriot as- 
sociations formed for tho purpose of market- 
ing fruit, but we should guard against diB- 
tricta working in opposition to one another 
through jealousy. Wo should Bond to 
Manitoba and tho Northwest fruite, par- 
ticularly plums, in large quantities j but wo 
must guard against glutting aomo markets 
and leaving others alone. To do theao 
things properly we musb amalgamate in one 
aBBociatlon, and move unitedly, for these 
mistakes are more likely to occur by dis- 
tricts working against ono another thun by 
adopting tho every-man-for-himaolf plan. 
I hopo eaoh fruib grower in abtendance at 
this mooting will go homo with tho deter- 
mination to work for tho good of our cause, 
and may his motto bo 'Prosper our in- 
dustry. "' 

Prof. Saunders read a number of inter- 
esting notes written by Jno. Craig, pro- 
fessor of horticulture, for tho Agassi/, con- 
vention, on spraying. 

J. G. Eirlo, Lytton, Baid that aftor a trip 
through the country ho was satisfied that 
Uritiah Columbia oould grow all tho fruit 
necessary for their own markets and have a 
largo quantity for export. Tho serious 
quoatiou is that of transport. Tho fruit 
would have to be eont from tho Upper 
Country to the mining towns which are 
constantly growing iu population. He 
Btrongly approved of oanneries being start- 
ed. The quartz miuea wero laBting, and wo 
must preparo to take tho place of tho 
Yankees in supplying our interior markota 
with fruit and vegetables. Irrigation ia 
bvdly wanted in the Uppor Country, und he 
thought tho Canadian government who hold 
so much land for sale thoro should help 
thom irrigate. Tho provincial govornmont 
Bhould nob bo aBked. Tho Upper Counrry 
fruit boats the California fruit. Oregon 
apploB Bhould never come into this country. 

Prof. Sharp, of the provincial experimen- 
tal farm, gave a list of the fruits beat adapt- 
ed to British Columbia : Apples, early, 
tho "Yellow Transparent" ; lato — tho 
"Wealthy" and the "Ribstono Pippin" ; 
Btill later — tho "Baldwin" and tho "Stark," 
and the "Salomo." Poars — Tho "RuBaian" 
peur had turned out best at this early stage 
of his experiments. Eighty or ninoty vari- 
eties have nob yet fruited, but ho would 
recommend the"Bartlebt" and the"Hardy." 
He adviBed no one to go into peaohea aa a 
mercantile venturo in British Columbia. 
LaBt year "ourl leaf" affected tho peaches. 
They wero sprayed and this year thero is no 
"curl leaf." Pluma— Ono of the be8t pluma 
ia the "Guell," another la the "Victoria" 
which ia harder to grow. The "American 
Violet" end the Hudson river "Purple Egg" 
are fine plums and proitno growora. The 
"Niagara," "Yellow Egg" and "Grand 
Duke," ho would recommend, and for 
smaller plums the "Washington" and 
"Groen Gage" are free producers and of 
good quality. Apricots and nectarines he 
would advise no one to grow. Among cher- 
ries the "Cumberland" ia a free producor 
and a fine cherry; also "Late Red" the 
"Blaak Ropublio" and the "Royal Ann." 

Among atrawberrieB the " Warfield " is 
the beat. Tho " Wilson " ia alao very pro- 
lific and fine when well fertilised. Tho 
" Wilson " is beat for shipping. Fifty 
varieties had boon tested. Of raapborrlcs 
for home use the " Dr. Hogg " and " JoBeph 
Hooker " are the beat he ever ate, bub for 
an all-round useful berry he liked the 
" Cuthburt." For a yellow berry the 
"Golden Queen' Ia the boat. Tho finest 
blackberry ia tho " Erie." The " Taylor " 
and " Snydor " are alao very free producers, 
as well ub tho " Early King." Tho "Cum- 
berland Fill-basket" he alao thought very 
highly of and thought it would take the 
place of tho " Cuthburt " eventually. The 
currant he would not reaommend as a com- 
mercial venture. The rod or white "Dutch" 
aro tho boat. Ho could nob speak of goose- 
berries, as they wore badly affected with 
mildew. In another your by energetic 
treatment ho would have hotter results. 
The mulborrieB aro doing woll, but ho did 
not think thom worth planting. 

In anBwer to a queation Prof Sharpo Bald 
the " Duchess of Oldonborg " was a very 
fine early applo. For baking the "Jersey 
Sweet" is the boat. English filberts had 
done very well and are a better nub 
than are Imported to the province. 
The filbert Bhould be cultivated. Figs did 
nob mature satisfactorily and wonld not bo 
profitablo. Our beat markota in tho North- 
west uro not in the cities, but at tho smaller 
sta'.ions. Tho cities aro glutted almost ovory 
year. 

In aneworing the question box Prof. 
Sharp said tho Golden Drop prune or the 
Fronoh pruno Petite are prolific boarers. 

Prof. Sauudera apoke of the Agaasiz experi- 
mental farm. Ib was established six years 
ago, and Prof. Sharp's work was worthy of 
tho highest commendation. Thoro wero 
1,800 variotloa of fruit on the farm, and tho 
experiments wero of groat value to the 
farmerB. Ho warned thoao present against 
diahonest tree agents, and said tho experi- 
mental farm would aid thom in intelligently 
avoiding being deceived. Ho apoke highly 
of tho ability and energy of Prof. Sharp who 
had done tho work sot out for him in an 
admirable way. Hia roportB wore invalu 
able and ehould bo carofully road by every- 
one. Tho Agaasiz farm is tho largoat tost 
orchard for fruits in tho world, and before 
many years thoro will bo no building big 
ouough for tho Agassiz fruit exhibit. 

Mr. R. M. Palmer, fruit inspector, Baid 
that after hia trip through tho Upper 
Country ho was convinced that tho 
possibilities of fruit growing in this 
province woro not sufficiently appreciated. 
He fi und tho bench land tho beBt for fruit 
growing. Largo traota of land in tho Upper 
Country could be brought under cultivation 
without expensive irrigation. In Kumloops 
ho novor Buw such a wonderful development 
of fruit. Tho Salmon River district should 
bo dt velopod. In that section, aa in other 
aections of the Uppor Country, thoro la an 
entire abaonoo of fungous growbh. Fruit 
erowers, ho urged, should unito In shipping. 
Wo nood a contral ahlpping association. 

Mr. Henry Kipp, Chilliwaok, aaid that ho 
wished to rofor to a statement of Prof. 
SaundorB that the Chilliwaok Boil was not as 
rich ub Agasalz soil. Tho soil, he thought, 
was dilforont a few yards apart. Ab for 
Agassi/,, ho would oall ib a gravol bod, and 
Prof. Sharp doaervod all tho more crodit 
for what ho had done with that gravol bod. 
Another scruple of Chilliwaok soil would bo 
Bent to Ottawa from hla own farm to be 
toatud. Mr. Klpp apoko highly of British 
Columbia, whore ho had farmed for ihlrty 
years, ond thought there was a great future 
for tho farmors of the provinoo. He urged 
upon thoao prcsont to encourage with all 
Choir might tho oo-oporation of the farmors. 

M. Hulberb, soorobary of tho newly formed 
Hop Growers' Asaooiatlon, addresBod tho 
mooting on the hop aphia, and asked for a 
committee to consider tho boat moans of

Rotting rid of this peat. It was claimed 
that the Indiana' orchards had been ce- 
giectod and woro a breeding ground for all 
pests. 

Mr. Anderson said that if the inatruotiona 
wore carried out and the hopa wore properly 
sprayed tho aphia would disappear. 

Mr. Hulbert said this waa expensive, and 
that tho hop aphia bred in plums, »ud it was 
tho pluma that should bo attended to. The 
matter was referred to the Horticultural 
society. 

Mr. Fletcher said that the hop aphia laid 
their eggs on plum treea in autumn. These 
winged individuals aprang up and flew to 
the hopB. The femalo8 go cn produoing 
without oopulation, and not until autumu 
is the male produced. When winged both 
males and femalea fly back to the plum and 
the fenialo laya tho egga on the plum tree 
Full reports aro given aa to how to get rid 
of the aphia in tho B. C. pamphlets, Prof. 
Fletcher would Hay in conoluaion that the 
watchword of fruit growera ahould be " Le^ 
U8 Hpray." 

The next meetings of tho Fruit GrowerB 
Association will be held at Westminster. 



THE DAIRYMEN. 



HowThelr Interests May Best Be Promoted— 
■Some Very Useful Tapers and IMsuubsIohb. 

The duirymm oonvened at 8:30 i 
ThurBday oveuicg. Mr. Anderson, the 
deputy minister of agriculture, presided. A 
telegram ot regret for inability to attend 
waa reooivi d from Chief Juatico Davlo. 
Mr. Anderaou'a address waa as f jllowa 
Your Honor, Lidiea and Gentlemon,— Tho 
aubject of co-operation is one of tho doepeat 
import to the farming population of tho pro 
vince, and one lhat I am glad to Buy is now 
attracting some attention at tho hands of our 
farmora. It ia a subject, however, of groat 
magnitude aud importance, and ahould de- 
mand much more attention than it does. 
Co-operation ia most necessary for tho wel- 
fare and advancement of a community ; it ia 
the working together of its members, by 
which each contributes his share to the 
general good, and by this means acquirea a 
power aud iuflusnoo which it ia impoeaible 
for individuals to obtain. Reports from thi 
Department of Agriculturo, from all parts 
of the province, show the inability of the 
farmer to obtain remunerative prices from 
the dealer, and ofton to sell his produce at 
all. 

A man engages in business to make rnonoy, 
therefore if be can deal in imported articles 
with greater advantage to himself, he will 
do so, but if you can ehow him that 
he oan deal more profitably in your 
artiolo, then he will buy from you. 
How is this deairable end to be attained ? 
You have tried individualism for a long 
time and ure no nearer your objec to-day 
than ever. By oo operation alone oan you 
evor hope to aucoeasfully compete with im- 
ported prodnota. 

The productB of British Columbia are 
very often of an inferior description and 
are placed upon tho market in an unattract- 
ive manner. I ask yon whether the 
wretched apology of Britlah Columbia but 
tor ofcen offered for aalo would find a place 
on your counters if your were dealers. Tho 
fruit which is also aeut to the market ia not 
graded nor packed, but dumped into boxes 
or btrrels of every deecription. A great deal 
of excellent butter la manufactured, but tho 
poor quality of somo sorves to deprecate tho 
whole. This also appliea to fruit. 

A dealer prefera to buy oreamery butter 
from Manitoba and fruit from California. 
The obvious remedy for this state of affaire 
la co-operation. By co oporation oreamerie*, 
cheese factories, cold storage warehouses 
and co-operative societies of all kinds, dairy, 
men will be able to produce uniform grades 
of butter or cheeae at a lower coat, stock- 
raisors will bo able to kiil and storo their 
c&ttle at a time of the year when they aro in 
their prime and not be obliged to winter 
them or dispose of them at a sacrifice. Fruit 
men will be able to obtain uniform Blzed 
packages at reaaonablo ratoa, and if nooea 
aary co-operation could be extended to 
packing and ahlpping. 

Co-operation, if you choose, can make 
you independent of the middle man by your 
having agenta to dispose of your produce. 
Thug yo» will be brought in more diroot 
communication with tho consumer by your 
bolng placed in a position to obtain more 
suitable rutea in freights, ond by keoping 
yourselves acquainted with the markets so 
as to placo your productB to the greatoat 
advantage. Thua the small producer will 
have tho aamo ehow aa the larger one. 

Many difEcultiea oxiBt in tho way of car- 
rying auch a scheme into practice, but if 
they are overcomo olsewhere, there ia no 
reason why they Bhould not be overcome 
here. Jealousy ia tho moBt potent factor 
againBt «o operation in thia province. Co- 
operation is thriving in Australia and Now 
Zealand »nd in the Eastern part of the 
Dominion. 

In Auatralasia, throo yeara ago, scarcely 
enough fruit and dairy artiolea were pro- 
duced for their own wants ; now they ex- 
port in v-iut quantitiea under the beneficent 
influence of cooperation. And aa for On- 
tario, her numeroua dairiea and cheeae fuc- 
torlea tell the talo. Herauocosa at, Chicago 
ia another indication of the good rceulta of 
co-operation. 

In British Columbia wo aro exceptionally 
well Bituatod for markets outside the pro- 
vince. The Northwoat, tho Orient, Aua- 
traluaia, aro particularly our own murkota 
— marketa wo can alwaya depend upon for 
our surplus production when it cornea. At 
proBont, however, wo may only think of 
supplying our own wants. 

For tho encouragement of dairying, acta 
were pasaed at the last session of tho legis- 
lature, for the inexpensive incorporation oi 
dairying association?, and for protection 
against fraud in milk vending. Let me ex- 
press, the hopo that advantage will bo tuken 
of theao and similar onnctmentu, and that 
ere long wo may soo tho farming population 
of the different parts of tho province co- 
operating for tho goneral good. 

I will conclude by asking you to boar in 
mind that the department which I havo tho 
honor of conducting ia alwayB roady to re- 
ceivo suggestions, uud mako recommenda- 
tions, for tho onaotmont of laws in tho 
interest of agriculturo and horticulture. 

Mr. Thomas- Cunningham, president of 
the association, aaid that Prof Robortaon, 
government direator of dairying, would 
travel through tho provinao Bhortly. Ho 
waB disappointed that the question of dyk- 
ing in bhe valley had not been montioned. 
He 8poko In eulogiatio torrna of tho good 
baiog done in the Dominion by Profa. Saun- 
dera, Flotchor ond Robortaon, aud aaid ho 
had half a promise from tho Miniater of 
Agrioul'ure that agricultural charts pre- 
pared by theao profosBora would bo litho- 
graphed and placed in all tho echoola. Mr. 
Cunningham reviewed agriculturo in 15. C. 
from 185!', whon he firat came to tho pro- 
vince, and graphically illustrated the almost 
insurmountable obstaclea tho farmers on tho 
Mainland had to overcomo. All tho produce 
at that time came from Oregon, with no pro- 
bation. Afterwards 10 per cent, was pub 
on, bub without any good roaulta. It waa not 
until after confederation that farmers Bot- 
tled in the province. 

Ho did not like to apeak on politics, bob 



they i,ff/.otod tho farmera. If there was no 
duty on fruit, what would be our condition 
b~> day t Wo could i"it compete. Wo havo 
to thank the Dominion t'overc'mont for 
giving ua protection. To 187- he had bought 
apples in O'efjon at \-\ ceutH a busbal. It 
would 1)l< a long time butore they could do 
bb.it hero. Aa for agriculture in tho pro- 
vince, he did not Bgroo with many. Our 
oil mate waa certainly good ; but we are 
liable to freshets ou tho lower FraBor every 
yoar, and there is always danger cf 
a portion of tho valley being ovor 
flown. Then ib Is bo expensive tc 
cultivate land, aod wo have u keen com- 
petitor in Manitoba. It ia a case of tho 
"survival of tho fittoat," and wo muab try 
bo become superior in one, if not all, of the 
branches of agriculture. He thought wo 
might excal in dairying. Tho province ia 
suited for it. We havo abundance of clover 
for fodder. On tho Lower Fraaer a cow can 
bo maintained on an aero of land, which Is a 
grand showing. 

Ho spoke in praiso of tho parental gov- 
ernment of tho provinoe in purchasing seod 
after tho flood. Tho flood had not been an 
unmixed evil, for It was the cause of a num- 
ber of ailoB boing erected for keeping tho 
fodder green, and the oxperimenb was a 





m, i * 



He thought that tho government ahould 
aadst tho farmera, if in nothing else in 
roade. Farmors woro alwaya a benefit to 
the province ; other induetriea were not 
alwaya a benefit. They did not last many 
years comparatively. Ho expressed himaolf 
very strongly on tho fact that more members 
of the local legialaturo wero not present. 
He thought tho Dominion government 
ahould bo urged to aid them with tho Fraaer 
river. There are bars forming, and the 
river in growing more unmunagoablo every 
year. 

Prof. Saunders aaid ho would act se a sort 
of representative for Prof. Robortaon. Ho 
reforred to the general progress of dairying 
in Canada. Tho exportB of dairy produota 
in tho past thirty yoara had boon aa followa : 
186.1, $13 000 ; 1870, $674,000 ; 1880, $3,. 
893.000; 18'J0, $9,372,000 ; 1894, §15,488,- 
000. Dairying wa8 profitablo for many 
roaBona. Tho valuo of dairy farma did not 
depredate. Tho dairyman ia ablo to enrioh 
hia soil very readily. One reaaon that the 
export trade developed so quickly is 
because exporting dairymen have 
kept bhe quulity of their export up. 
Tho cheeBO exported faom the United States 
not as uniform aa that exported from 
Canada and suffers accordingly. Canada 
exports twenty-five per oent. more oheese 
than the United Statea, and we have taken 
the trade from them by our enterprise. 
Canada supplies sixty per cent, of all the 
cheese that Great Britain conaumes, while 
wo do nob Bupply five per cent, of their 
butter. Wintnr dairying is now common in 
Canada and it bringa a high prico. Tho ox 
perimont of winter creamerieB waa tried in 
Woodatock and Mount Eigin at first, and 
proved profitable. 

It was found that cowa cou'd be milked 
all tho year round; that by persiatent milk 
ing the period of laotatlon could be in- 
creased. There wero now winter dairies 
throughout Ontario. To milk tho oowo all 
the yoar round they ahould havo buccu ont 
food. Corn in tho dough atato should be 
fed. The beet ensilage, in the absence 
of corn in this province, ia olovor. 
Tbo history ot dairying in Prince Edward 
Island was gone into. In 1890 dairying waa 
discouraged, but in 1892 the government 
aided Prlnoe Edward Island, and next year 
$7,000 worth of cheese waa made. The fol- 
lowing year $40,000 worth was Eold, ond 
last year $90,000 worth was made, whilst 
thia y»»r the dairy produce will amount to 
$150,000. He thought ib paid tho govern- 
ment to aid dairying, aa the investment is 
returned fourfold. In Nova Sootia and 
New Brunswick great progroae waB made. 
But in Quebec the progross made had been 
something Immense. The progress in 
Ontario ia also very groat, tho number of 
winter creamerieB ie over 100, and tho num- 
ber of oheese faotorioa over 1,000. 
In Manitoba many creameries have 
been established and found a market here. 
The Northweat have lately como into tho 
field, hearing about the golden country of 
Britlah Columbia. The creameries of Moose 
Jaw, Dewdney and Calgary were now turn- 
ing out large quantities, from 300 to 500 lbs. 
a day. At Roddeer, Littleton and Edmon- 
ton croameries were also doing well, in all 
turning out 1,800 lbs. a day, moat of it going 
to Vancouver and Victoria. 

The Ladner'a creamery will bo a blesaing 
to tho whole community and aavo the 
farmorB 1 wiveB great labor. Tho oontrifugal 
separator in manufacturing buttor naves tho 
dairymen 10 per cent. There ia no part of 
tho Dominion hotter suited for dairying 
than the Delta land owing no tho abundance 
of feed. An interesting discourse on the 
cow as a milk making machine was delivered 
and tho breed of cowa that are preferred 
in dairying was explained. After exhaustive 
exporitnenta at tho experimental farm at 
Ottawa it had boen found that pounds of 
meal for cows waB the limit, and to go be- 
yond that no favorable results in milk could 
be obtidned. Milk contains 87 per oent. 
water, 3 per oent. fat, 4 por cont. sugar and 
a amoll p r centime cf canines and albumen,. 
All waste in the milk can bo fed to Bwine 
and the dairyman Ie also repaid by rich 
manuro. The awine of Canada eold higher 
than the pigt|of tho United States, which aro 
mostly corn fed. Tho butter export baa 
been injured by Auatralia bonuBing butter 
exports, and for this reason it has been 
crowded on tho European market. In Bpito 
of this Canadian buttor brings a higher 
prico than the Auatralian, and it ia reaching 
thorn in Bplondid condition being aont in 
oold atorage. 

Mr. Cunningham said ho would not like 
the impression to got out that corn cannot 
be grown for ensilage in thia country. He 
saw plenty of corn hero 13 feet high and as 
thick aa it could stand. 

Prof. Saundti • aaid that second crop 
clover waa ao abundant that it would be 
better to uao it for ensilage. Stack ensilage 
waa not a buccobb for this country, the 
construction of eilos ia ao inoxponaivo. 

Major Mutter said that Mr. Kitohon had 
mado stacked eusilago with stuff that had 
been on the ground for eix woeko and was a 
success. Ho woighted with sand. 

Mr. Cunningham said that L. L Chadsoy, 
Sumas, had made oxcellont ensilage by 
piling Bode on green fodder. 

Sovoral other gentlemen gave valuable in- 
formation aa topreaorving biiailugo. 

Prof. Fletohor Bpoko for ten minuterj on 
foddor for dairy aatt.lo. He Bald Indian 
ooru can bo grown in Britlah Columbia. It 
ia very prolific and Bhould bo experimented 
with for onsilago. He described the differ- 
ent grasses, Austrian broom wna thought 
to be tho beat, as it ia moat succulent. In 
Britiah Columbia thero is an abundanoo of 
aedgewhioh makcsexcellentfoddor for o&ttlo. 
We havo in Canada 300 different grasaoi 
that aro growing wild, and many experi- 
ment! havo beon mado. Tho bunch grase of 
British Columbia is ono of the very beBt 
foddors that oan be grown. Juno olover 
and orchard grass Is un excellent mixture 
for fodder. Another good mixture ia tim- 
othy and cow gratis. Tho baais of all 
mix i tires should bo Juno grass. Juno grata 
is tho same as Kontucky blue grass. Tho 
general treatment of weeds is to keop them 
from seeding. Weeds are the stom&chi of 
pUnta for they feed on thorn. Prof. Fletohor

THE BEST PA VBMBNT. 

Ihe Plonoor-Prosa of St. Paul bears Btrong 
testimony to the superiority of asphalt over 
wood as a material for paving the streets of 
a oity. Tho woodon blocks in that city 
were laid upon a plank foundation, conse- 
quently the foundation decayod before the 
blocks were worn out, and tho pavement 
became uneven and was broken in many 
places. The Pioneer-Press ia ao disgusted 
with the wooden pavement that it looks 
upon it as a survival of bygone barbarism, 
Here ia what it says about the asphalt pave- 
ments : 

Seeing ia believing. Tho asphalt pave- 
ments laid in this oity on Summit, Dayton, 
Portland, Holly and other residence streets 
eight or nine years ago have praotioally 
settled the pavement question for this city. 
At the time they were put down the pro- 
perty owners on Laurel and Ashland 
avenues conoludod that oedar or pino block 
on plank was good enough for them. To- day 
their woodon pavements are all going to 
pieces with the rottenness that pits and 
furrows them, while the asphalt on neigh- 
boring streets 1b as good as new. They will 
soon have to renew thoir pavements. So 
that in the end they will have paid dearly 
for tho small saving they made eight or nine 
years ago in laying a cheap pavement. Tho 
asphalt pavements laid on Seventh street 
and in process of boing laid or about to bo 
laid on Sixth, Fifth, Fourth, St. Peter and 
Wabasha streets will change the whole 
aspect of tho business district of the city. 
So far aa the work haB progressed it gives 
Buch complete satisfaction that the opinion 
BeomR to be nearly or quite universal that 
asphalt is superior to any other kind of 
pavement for ordinary businesa streets. It 
ia safe to say that except in tho wholesale 
district or on heavy grades asphalt will be 
preferred to any other material by the pro- 
perty or business streets. Of oourse wobden 
blook pavements are greatly Improved by 
being laid on an indestruotible foundation of 
cnaitiut. Eut after seeing the now cedar 
block pavement on Third street after a 
year's wear, where the iron corks of the 
horses' shoes are gradually grinding tho 
blocks into cones, and comparing it with 
tho bright, smooth, clean asphalt of Sixth 
and Seventh, tho property ownem on other 
atreetB are not likely to hesitate long in the 
choice of material for paving. Seeing is be 
lioving, and every now street laid with 
aBphalt is a cumulative argument for paving 
tho next ono in tho samo way. 



A QUE BR FEAST. 



Young Wanamakor, son of tho ex-Post 
master Genoral of the United States, enter 
tainod Bomo of his French frionds in a way 
that wo prosutno is unique. Here ia tho 
San Francisco Call's description of tho 
banquet : 

Tho dinner is a nlno days' wondor in Paris, 
and is not without interest here, for John 
Wanamakor has been mentioned for tho 
Presidency of the Nation, and it is worth 
our while to consider what kind of ideas ho 
has inculcated in tho mind of his son and 
heir. 

Twenty-two guests woro invitod to tho 
dinner, and probably from a fear that somo 
of tbem might oomo in a oab, a stroot oar or 
even on foot, if loft to thomsolves, tho 
glided Rodman engagod twenty-two of tho 
finest equipages in PariB to cull for thorn. 
Tho decorations of tho dining room, wo aro 
told, wore sumptuously boautiful, and tho 
air was oooled by luminous fountains 
soattoring a spray radiant as many 
colored jewels ovor crystalline massoo of 
loo. Tho dinner itsolf waa proparod regard- 
less of cost, of appotito and of human 
capaoity to oat. Each gueat was sorvod 
with a whole leg of mutton, a wholo salmon, 
a trullled fowl, a basket of peaches and a 
double magnum of champagne, boaldos sev 
oral bottles of other wines of rare vintogo 
and fabulous coat, At the oloso of tho din- 
nar a silkon grabbag waa passed around and 
each guest drew from it a souvenir, snoh as 
an emerald pin, ruby linka, poarl atudB or a 
golden olgaretto-holder gemmed with dia- 
monds. 

Taken altogothor tho feast was a remark- 
able example of tho grosBoat form of '* going 
the wholo hog." It was an attempt to daz- 
zle Paris by a display of wealth and lavish- 
noss, but its rosult was simply to disgust 
Amoricana. Tho futility of tho thing is evi- 
dent from tho f aot that aome of tho guoBts 
woro members of the IWhachilda family, 
who oould buy out the Wanamakers any 
day, bub who would never think of showing 
thoir groatnoss by trying to eat a log of 



mutton, a salmon, a chicken and a baaket of 
peaohes, and wuBhing the mixture down 
with a gallon of champagne. 

A SUGGESTION. 

There was complaint in St. Paul lately 
about tho impurity of the wator Bupplied to 
the citizens. It had a bad taste, a dis- 
agreeable smell, and appeared to bo full of 
impurities. It waB a mystery to tho auth- 
orities how tho water camo to be in that 
condition. Tho supply, they knew, at the 
fountain head was puro, and they could nob 
understand ho^ it booamo impure when it 
reaohod tho taps. It waa found on examin- 
ation that there waa a fungoua growth of 
vogotablo mattor in the pipes. The pipes 
were thoroughly flushed and cleansed by 
forcing hot Bteum through them. After 
this had been done tho water booame 
sweet, and tho impurities disappeared. 

A MISTAKEN VIEW. 

" Teaoh your children," wrote poor Row- 
botham to his friend when on the point of 
giving up in despiir the strugglo for exist- 
ence, " that wealth is tho greatest good, for 
it buys everything." Is what tho un- 
fortunate man in the bittorness of hia heart 
and from tho depth of despair, 
wrote, true 1 Many, no doubt, be- 
liovo that it is. Thoy boliove 
that tho first and tho moat important Iobhoo 
that we should touch our children is to got 
money. Thoy believe that wealth io the 
greatest good and that poverty is the groat- 
est evil. This Is the gospel of mammon 
opltomiBod, but ia it tho goBpol of Christ or 
ia it tho gospol of common sense? Can 
wealth buy everything J Can it ovon buy 
the things which men and women 
of all ranka and conditions doom 
most precious in this world 2 Can it buy a 
sound constitution 2 Is there a market 
price for health ? What are the quotations 
for sound lungs and for digestive organs in 
good working condition '! Are nervous 
BystemB that can stand wear and tear to be 
had in any market or for any price ? Health 
for ourselves and our children is not to be 
bought with a price in dollars and conts. 
And health of mind and health of body is 
the greatest blessing that man, woman or 
child oan posaosa. Here we find at the out- 
set that Rowbotham'a philosophy and tho 
philosophy of millions of others is not sound. 

Can peace of mind, another great bless- 
ing, be purohased with money 1 Those 
who are struggling to get rich do nob pos- 
sess quiet minds. Thoir lives are 
full of cares and anxieties and 
worries of many kinds, and thoy often 
feel the pangs and humiliations of disap 
pointment. Are those who have attained 
wealth better off in this rospoot ? Does 
thoir money buy for them the peaoo whioh 
paaseth all understanding, or are they, on 
the whole, more contented and happy than 
their poorer neighbors ? They do not say 
ao. How often have millionaires — men who 
ooulj buy every comfort and evory luxury 
that is to be purohased with monoy — boon 
hoard to aay that tho happiest time of thoir 
Uvea was when they had not one dollar to 
rub against another ; when they in 
their younger days were working hard for 
small pay ! Did those men doceivo them 
aelves or wore thoy tolling tho simple truth '.' 
Wo boliovo that they were honestly stating 
their experience. When thoy wero young thoy 
posooased a powor of enjoyment that monoy 
could not buy and that the riches they had 
accumulated did not help them to retain. It 
pass&'.i away with thoir youth, which also left 
them in spite of all that monoy could do to 
keep it a little longer. Here again we find 
there are many things, and those of ines- 
timable value to men and women, that 
wealth cannot buy. Burns said aome very 
good things on this aubject aa be did on 
many others. His poom, Tho Twa Doge, 
touches a lesson on the vanity of richos and 
the compensations of poverty that it would 
be well that many of ua in those daya would 
take to heart. CVsar, the dog who hud seen a 
good deal of high life, says to his companion, 
the Bhophord's collie, who aoemod to onvy 
tho condition of the rich and fashionable : 

Lord, man, woro ye but whylea whore am I, 
The gentles yo wad no'eronvy 'em. 
Ila tnio thoy noedna starve nor sweat. 
Through wintor'scauld or simmer's heat ; 
They've naosalr wiirk to craze their banes, 
And 1111 auld ago wl' gripes and uranua i 
Hut human bodies are sic fools, 
For a' thoir cullegeB and schools. 
That when nau roal Ills perplux thom, 
Tnoy mak enow themaeles to vox them ; 
And ayo the less thoy hao to stun tliom, 
In like proportion less will hurt thom. 



not tried severely, but true love ia 
priceless. Thla la a very old-faahionod doc- 
trine, we admit, but it will ba a bad day for 
tho human race when love oan be appraieed 
and its value expressed in pounds, shillings 
and pence. Even Rowbothum, miserable aa 
he was, found that, although he had less 
than nothing to give in return, love did not 
fail him. If Rowbotham'a mind had been 
in a healthy condition ho would not have 
written that wealth buys everything, and 
he would not have killed himself.

LOW PRESSURE. 

In Sun Franclsoo tho water pressure, as 
it is in this city, i8 very low. This is an 
evil whioh is not likely to bo romedled, and 
no one knows how aoon the citizonB may 
suffer great loss for want of suffloienb water 
pressure. Ib is not pleasant to think of the 
destruction of proporty that would onsue if 
a fire waa started In some parts of this city 
undor conditions favorable to the rapid 
spread of the conflagration. In San Fran- 
olsco it is proposod to use the salt water of 
the harbor for extinguishing fires and water- 
ing streets. This Ib what " Firo and 
Wator " has to say on tho subject : 

Tho reoent disastrous firo in San Fran- 
cisco, when $1 ,00O,U0O worth of property 
was destroyed, shows tho lack of a proper 
syatom of tire protootion. The water pres- 
sure was altogether too low. With a view 
to romedying this evil, which ia recognized 
by the authorities, tho Olympic Salt Water 
Company of Sun Fruncisco has for somo 
months past been laying Its mains, and in- 
tends to bid for tho patronage of the city. 
The company proposes to offer the city free 
of oost all tho salt water noodod for sprink- 
ling purpoBoa in tho section whoro their 
mains are laid and their hydrants set. 
Fighting tiro with salt wator is not now an 
oxporiment. Ib has boon proved beyond 
quostion that Bait wator is boat adapted for 
firo purposes, and there are Bovorul reasons 
why this ia so. First, tho donaity of the 
wator doea nob allow ib to evaporate ao 
roadiiy, thus allowing it u longer period to 
got in its deatroying power. Again, salt 
wator weighs sixty-four pounds to tho cubio 
foot, as against sixty-two pounds for fresh 
water. Tho difference of course ia found in 
the salt. It is claimed that one service of 
salt water ia equal to throe of fresh. Re- 
turns from eeventeon English oititB whore 
aalb wator ia used for sprinkling purposes 
show that the street8 have gradually become 
maoadamizad. The mortality has also de- 
creased from twenty to thirty per cent. The 
Olympic Company haa a reservoir with an 
elevation of .'{20 feet above the city. The 
reservoir is on Point Lobos avenue, near 
Josephine street, and has a capacity of 
4,500.000 gallons.

THE PREMIER AT VANCOUVER. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowel) and Hon. T. SI. Daly at 
the Terminal City-Interesting Talk 
With the Ministers. 

Vancouver, Aug, 3.— (Spoolal)— Premier 
Bowell and Hon. T. M. Daly, Minister of 
tho Interior, arrived at Vancouvor to-day. 
Thoy will tako tho atoamor Qnadra for the 
North on Monday, and Immediately on 
their return visit Viotoria. The only per- 
sonal interview given to tho press between 
Ottawa and Agassiz was aocorded the 
Colonist representative, who met theMin- 
iatera at tho laat-named point. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bow oil and Mr. Daly both spoke at 
some lengthen the question of the irrigation 
of the government lands in the uppor coun- 
try It was stated positively that the gov- 
ernment had no intontion of Irrigating 
those landa and were not considering simi- 
lar propositions in other provinoea. If the 
landa wore to bo made valuable by irriga- 
tion thoy would have to bo bought cheaply 
from the government and irrigated by 
private capital. 

The question of lessening the danger of 
floods in the Frasor river by improvements 
in tho ohannel, dyking, etc, "had" said tho 
Promior, "been receiving, for some lime, 
the very careful attention of tho govern- 
ment and would continue to do bo. Tho 
government had already shown themselves 
willing to enter into some agreement with 
tho provincial legislature to survey tha val- 
ley. They had given particular attention to 
propositions from tho provincial govern- 
ment, the necessary logislation had Inen 
passed and nothing remained to be done but 
to carry out tho agreement botween the Do- 
minion and provincial governments. The 
work of the joint commissions would bo 
commenced at an early date." 

Sir Mackonzio Bowell said that to nothing 
aro tho government moro kindly diaposod 
than to dairying, and as to tho suggestion 
that British Columbia is not gotting its 
share oi government assistance, the answer 
could be mode that they would got it in time. 
Tho government had commencod at the 
othor end of the Dominion, Prince Edward 
Island, and were working this way. Every- 
thing that has been done for the ether pro- 
vince in dairying would be done for British 
Columbia. Prof^ Saunders was hastening 
this way as fast a* he could, and the farmers 
nood not f sar on this scoro but that thoy 
would receive every consideration from tho 
government. 

Mr. Daly added that) ho waa particularly 
well pleased with tho rosults of dairying in 
Canada, and predicted that it would bo yet 
a gigantic industry in tho Dominion. 

Reepooting tho Britiah Pacific railway Sir 
Muckonzie Bowell siid it waB a Bplondid 
achemo, which ho ahould bo glad to eeo car 
ried out, as it would open up a grand 
country and afford excollent transportation 
facilitlea. Aa to tho political situation tho 
Premior and his colleague Bpoke moat cheor- 
fully. Tho government had dono its duty, 
and waB prepared to abide by tho roBulta.

A DENIM HAMMOCK. 



Directions l«"or Maklnfr a Swing Ham- 
mock For tho H:il>y'n Use. 

Denim is constantly invading new 
fiolcLs aud taking fresh uses. Its last, as 
described by a writer in Tho Domestic 
Monthly, is as tho constructing fabric of 
a child's hammock. Two yards of den- 
im of a brownish tone were purchased 
and a. pattern 1J£ yards long by 27 
inches wide was cut out of a newspaper 
as :v preliminary step toward making 
tho hammock Then the denim was 
folded lengthwise and crosswise, so as 
to quarter it and Audits center, and this 
was marked with a pin thrust through 
it, after which tho papor pattern was 
folded in tho same way, tho center 
found and laid over tho spread out don- 
im so that the two materials would bo 
exactly centered together lengthwise 
with each other. This left a strip of 
denim uncovered on each side of tho pa- 
per pattern -l>.j inches wido, while tho 
ends were completely uncovered. A pen- 
cil line was then drawn so as to con- 
tinue the sides of tho denim in two long 
strips from end to ond, making tho strips 
2 yards long by -I ' o inches wide. Inside 
of these strips was loft at each end an 
untouched piece of denim a littlo moro 
than l!i inches long by 27 inches wido 
as the cloth runs. These long side strips 
must not bo cut, as they make tho swing 
pieces for tho hammock, but tho end 
blocks aro cut out along tho pencil line 
as fur as tho papor and across tho end 
of tho paper, so as to make a huge capi- 
tal H of tho denim. Yon must next cut 
ono little slit, an inch deep into tho ox- 
tremo corners of the bar of the H along 
tho pencil line, so as to enable you to 
run up a horn on the top and bottom of 
tho bar. After finishing this fold tho 
long side strips lengthwise and ran them 
up smooth, so as to make of them two 
long straps attached to tho crossbar of 
tho H. 

Now you must tako a pillow, lay it 
down on the denim, as you would if the 
hammock were in use as a bed, aud lay 
a V plait in each side of the crossbar to 
bunch it into a pocket or vessel shape. 
Plait until you get the arrangement yon 
wish. Stick in a few pins and double 
stitch through the V plait along its 
edges. You will now have tho hammock 
shaped, and the next step is to run a 
piece of the waste denim across each 
end all of tho width as a st ay to prevent 
tho side strips from pulling off. 

After placing tho stays ou tho ends 
the side straps may be firmly sewed to- 
gether to make hanging loops, to which 
light lino may be added at pleasure 
when needed. If the pillow and bedding 
will not keep far enough apart, light 
round sticks may bo inserted anywhoro 
across the loops by working a largo eye- 
let in tho strips to hold tho stick ends.

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FARMERS' CONVENTION. 

President Untcheraon's Oponing Address at 
the Gittherimr of Farmers, Fruit Growers 
and Dairyman at Agassiz. 

The following la a full report of the ad- 
mirable address with whioh President! 
Hutoher8on opened tho Farmers' Conven- 
tion at AgasBiz on Thursday : 

Lidies and Gentlemen : We have as- 
sembled hero for tho holding of the second 
annual convention, under the auspices of the 
above associations. It having become custo- 
mary for tho president of the different asso- 
ciations to read an urtiole before you on ba- 
httlf of the Central Farmers' Institute, I 
havo much pleasure in submitting the fol- 
lowing : In this day and uge of progression 
it is expected thab if a man presumes to 
stand b.fjro the poople and demand tho at- 
tention of the publio oar, that he has some- 
thing interesting, if not entirely new, to 
communicate. And although tho Bubjeot of 
agriculturo is as broad as trie universe, and 
the people affected theroby as nuniorous as 
toe stirs whioh li.djck tho night heavens, 
still tho agricultural press, the agricultural 
college, and the farmera' institutes havo 
made It very difficult to say anything new 
upon this subject. Broad as it may be, I 
wish to say to you to day that I never had 
tho least) occasion to regrot my ohoaen pro- 
fession. 

I boliovo there is no businoBS on oarth 
whioh affords the eamo amount of ploaeuro 
and independence thab may be found in bvb 
tomatlc and seudiblo farming. Where can 
you dud a plaoe whore tho brightness and 
beauty of the spring aro seen bo abundantly 
as on a farm '! What can bo mora beautiful 
thun tho broad pastures dotted with cattle 
aud sheep, and the orohards with their ladon 
branches sending forth the richest of per- 
fumes, and promising ubundant harvest ? 
With summer comos the click of the busy 
mower and tho smell of new mown hay. In 
all parts of the day, from morning until 
evening, there aro some spots of brightness 
if we will but see them. What io more 
beautiful to the farmer, though he is wcury 
from his day's labor, than his hords of sleek 
cittlo coming one by ono into tho barnyard 
for their food and drink? Tho Hock of 
bleating sheep, and even tho calls of the 
homely pigs, and tho cluok of the mother 
hen, all these remind him that in tho cold 
winter months he will not want, and his 
table will be bountifully supplied with tho 
fruits of his summer labor. 

I wish I could disabuse tho minds of tho 
poople of the thought that everybody knows 
how to farm. If we shall over take our 
place among the business men of earth, to 
whioh the importance of our calling entitles 
us, it will be after wo have exhausted every 
means within our reach for a complete under- 
standing of our work. The people must 
eventually discover that labor and capital 
employod in tillage and husbandry la as 
worthy of legialative consideration as labor 
and capital employod in mining, commerce 
and manufacture. And the sooner tho fact 
shall be fully established in the minds of the 
people, the sooner will the struggle of tho 
frionds of improvomonb be crowned with 
success, and the viotory won over ignorance 
and traditions. There is a grand principle 
involved in the soience of agriculture, which 
affects not only thia generation bub all sue 
ooading generations, and forms tho basis of 
all permanent improvements, and tho high- 
eat hopea of an Intelligent and progresaive 
people. 

I never had any patience with the 
sedentary farmer. I mean the farmer who 
would Bib around tho streets on dry goods 
boxes in tbn summer time telling long stories 
while the weeds were devouring his crops, 
and who would sib around the saloons in tho 
winter time and drink boor and munch 
tobacco, while poverty and cold were de- 
vouring his Btock. Of courso we have no 
euch farmers in British Columbia, but I 
hear there are legions in other provinces. 
You will always find this class doad set 
against agricultural colleges and farmers' 
institutes. They are alwayB compluiniug 
against unjust legislation. You will find 
this olaas in favor of tho organisation of a 
political party that ahall give them their 
righta. 

On the questions of dyking and irrigation, 
tho handling of tho producta of our fiolds, 
orchards and dairies, the bettor social and 
educational advantages for the farmer, equal 
taxation, the control of corporate bodies 
and a fair distribution of the profits of 
labor, we can agree and co-operate. We 
should do this now. I call on you for com- 
mittees on these and othor questions that 
'will come up during tho holding of thia con- 
vention, and would request that a special 
committee bo appointed to take up tho 
question of co-operation in the marketing of 
agricultural, horticultural and dairy pro- 
ducts of tho province. 

Now, brother farmera, I wiah to aay, par- 
enthetically, I don'o believe thore is any 
legislation on the face of tho earth that will 
ever improve our oonditlon till we fortillze 
our exhausted soils and improve upon our 
slipshod methods of farming, and become 
well informed in regard to economical im- 
provements in cultivation, planta and bal- 
anced rations for atock. I boliovo I voice 
tho Bontimonts of thoso present when I say, 
by'all means lob tho farmer members of our 
legislature and parliamenb stand shouldor to 
shoulder in just effort for the advanoomont 
of our agriculturo, and still moro firmly ro- 
tidt encroachment of special legislation in 
tho interests of railroad truBta and other 
mouopolioB that thrive at the publio ex- 
pense. Tho farmer does not need, and 
should nob ask for claoB legislation in his 
own interests, bub should be equally and 
everlastingly dotormined to put a stop to 
tho muny special favors that havo boon 
shown to other industries and many of the 
professions. I am pleased to report a 
marked improvomont in agriculturo and 
horticulture and dairying intorests In tho 
province. 

In stock raising tho outlook in onoourog- 
ing, tho gloomy foaturos which havo per- 
vaded the agricultural community for some 
timo havo given way to a confidence in tho 
future. I congratulate the farmers of Brit- 
ish Columbia upon tho pluck and onorgy 
shown through tho timo of mlofortuno and 
depression and to tho abundant harvest now 
on hand. I note a tendency throughout tho 
farming diatrlots for organization of farmera 
und fruit growors Into oo-oporative societies 
for the handling and marketing of their 
produeo. Tho forming of soclotles known 
as tho Patrons of Industry In some Bootions, 
and tho co-operation in tho manufacturing 
of buttor and cheoso in othora, show plainly 
that tho farmera of this provinoo aro now 
fully alive to their own interests and aro 
now ripo for organization. 

In tho matter of oo-oporation for the salo 
of produce of our farmB wo cannot afford to 
dolay, nor can wo afford to healtato and 
postpone action. Womuat mova and de- 
fend our home Intoresta, hold our own mar- 
koba and endoavor to gain othors, I appeal 
to you, farmera and fruit growers, move 
harmoniously and sink looal difforonaes, and 
nnlte in supporting and aseiating our all im- 
portant intoroete ia this provinoo. We can 
agreo to diaar/roo on partisan questions, set- 
tling ouch differences in tho arena of politics,
